About the very nameof Venetian 
lacc>, there is a sumpluousness, an 
old-world glory and magnilieence, 
suggestive of the Renaissance. 
Souls Worthy to possessi Venetian 
))oint will be rominded of old Italian 
|)ortrails by Titian, Honhme and 
I'aul Veronese. Laee was the old- 
come of luxurious age which reach- 
ed ils zenith in the days in which 
those painters lived and worked, 
■ iiid lilt, student will seek in vain 
for anv record of lace in the works 
of earlicrmaslers. Point or needle 
bice Is Ihe espe(dal creation of 
Italy, jirobably Venice, and dales 
fur no Iher back than the (ifteenth 

(HMllUiy. 

Tlie monk Reginald, who took 
pari in Ihe opening of the twmb of 
St. I'ulhbert at Ihe ("athedral of 
Durham, writes that the saint's 
shroud had a fringe of linen threads 
an inch long, surmounted by a 
bolder "worked upon the threads 
wilh representations of birds and a 
pair of beasts, there lieing oetwten 
each pair a branching tree." The 
church lace of the Ionian Isles — 
which belong to Venice — was not 
appre(ialed by the natives, who 
brought jl on board the st»>amers 
and sold il, black with age and un- 
pleasant lo the senses. This is nol 
to be wondered at when it is known 
that it was taken from the tombs, 
whore for centuries it had adornod 
the grave-clothes of the dead 
Ionian. Hunting in the cataconil)s 
has become a regular trade. Much 
coarse iaee of the same kind is still 
made in Ihe islands, steeped in 
coffee and .sold jus from the t«mbs. 

With Turkish women, drawn 
thre.idwork was a favorite pastime 
and is still much affected in the 
harems of ("onslaulinople. Its tMii- 
ployment dales from very early 
limes. The fashion for lace spread 
(quickly ; lace both white and gold, 
came into gouvral use in the six- 
teenth century. Catherine' do 
Medici had a bed draped wilh 
squares of drawn-work made by 
the ladies of her hou.sehold. The 
inventory of her lace contained 
coffers in which were hundreds of 
such squares elaborately worked 
with rtiseltes, blossoms and nose- 
gn.vs. 

In the seventeenth century 
furniture, especially beds, weie 
liter.illy ilraped in lace. H«>ad and 
foot-boards and canopies were com- 
peletely hidden beneath a mass of 
cloudy draperies. The interior of 
carriiiges were hung wilh these lacy 
fabrics. 

U\ the face of absurd abuses 
through whitdi certain ludiles ruin- 
ed themselves. Henry IV. issued 
edicti^ intended to lessen the use 
of laces. 

" You want iron and soldiers," 
argii(»d his prime minister, "and 
not lace and silk to trick out fops." 

The king's severity against the 
prodigality of the courtiers is justi- 
fied when one finds, for example, 
that I>e Cinq-Mars left at his death, 
in l()42, mon> than three hundred 
sets of collars and cuffs trimmed in 
lace. 

Il was with extreme reluctance 
that the l.ndios idieved the com- 



mand of the king. "In spite of 
my personal beauty," said one fair 
dame, "it still seems to my eyes 
that with gold and lace I could 
further enhance my charms." 

At this time there succee le 1 to 
the throne of France Louis XIV., a 
young king whose influence in de- 
veloping the new industry was de- 
cisive. Under the regency of his 
queen-mother, one edict is.sued, 
commanding all laces to he laid 
«side, kindled gr(»at anxiety, its 
publication taking place on the eve 
of the king's marriage. The dres.ses 
made for the great occasion were 
trimmed in real lace in honor of the 
arrival of the bride, and the cruelty 
of the edict was doubly felt. On all 
sides murmurs rose to such a degree 
that Molier<», at the ri.sk of offend- 
ing the king, endeavored to mollify 
public discontent by a mock eulogy 
of the decree. 

The decri'C naturally produced 
consternation among the lace- 
m.ikers who were dependent upim 
il. At this time, a .Jesuit father, 
since canonized by the church of 
St. Francois Regis, appi>ared al 
Auvcrgne distributing pious advice. 
.Moved by the sufferings and la- 
iiienlalions of the women lediic.'d 
to mi.sery. he said : 

"Have confidence, piav ... t,.„l 
andhelj) me, and lace-making shall 
not perish." 

Trade revived, and to this day, 
the lace-makers of Auvcrgne in- 
voke Si. Fraiu'ois Regis as their 
|).ilron saint. Auvcrgne has since 
retained its celebrity as a classic 
home of laces. The versatility of 
the Auvergne.se workers is wonder- 
ful they using with equal facility 
threads, llax, silk, worsted, goat 
and rabbit hair. 

Louis XIV castaway the vexa- 
tious measures inspired by his 
mother, and dolermlncd lo enrich 
his own kingdom by meau.s of nit 
industry which had proven so 
remunerative to Venice. He learn- 
ed all the details of the manufac- 
tuiv from the French ambassadiu- 
at the Venetian ctmrt. In order to

ll^ly and Flanders and placed 
them at suitaldo centers. During 
thai lime, the Venetian senate le 
garded the tlcparlure of workers to 
France as a stale ciimo. Forth- 
with wa.s issued this decree : 

" If any artist or handicraftsman 
practices his art in any foreign 
land, orders to return will be sent 
to him ; if he disobeys his nearest 
kin will be im[>iisoned. If he comes 
Hm*k, his past offenses will be con- 
doned and employment will be 
found foi him in Venice; if, nol- 
wiihslanding the imprisonment of 
his nearest kin, he obstinately re- 
mains abroad, an emissary will be 
commissitmed lo kill him and his 
next of kin will he liberated oiil\ 
upon his death." 

Happily no emis.-..!, 1..^ ...k- m - 
puled lo carry inu> cfTecl this ter- 
rible threat held over the truant 
workci-s. 

Louis XIV. had a yias.sion for 
point lace and gave a lar.e sum for 
the lace collar that he wore at his 
coronation. His regin wa.s notable 
for Ihe disjilay both of the Vene 
liaii guipure in its most sumptuous 
de\eU)pnieut and of point de l''raiicc. 
There is a pretty legend t-onuect- 
cdwilli that line, p.ilteinless gui- 
pui-e, "point de Venise." The 
slory is that a sailor j^onth from 
the Imlian seas brought home to 
his lietrolhed, a worker in needle- 
points ; a bunch of delicate coral- 
line, telling her that it was a lace 
woven by the mermaids in their 
coral cavi's under the waters of the 
Indian Ocean. 

"1 will make something far 
prtHlier wilh my iiee<ile," said the 
girl; "my bridal veil shall be of 
mermaid lace. 

The lover saile . ...,.;, and l\\v 
months th(> laoe-maker worked wilh 
her needle forming knots and liny 
staix until an extiuisite long scarf 
of guipure was produced which be- 
came the admiration of all Venice 
when she wore it for a bridal veil. 
Point de Veni.se wa,s the earliest 
know l!K»e, seemingly wrought by 
fairy Angel's out of misls and cob- 
webs, almost out of nothing. The 
u.se of tinery thus cncoiirjigcil under 
Louis XIV. was in Louis X^','s 
reign even more exagg«>ratod. 
Never were dishabilles more ele- 
gant ; coverlets of beds, trimmings- 
of pillow-cases and toilet tables in- 



volved a use of lace in excess of 
what liad been necessary during the 
preceding reign. The Dowager 
Duchesse de la Fcrte had a coverlet 
"liide ■ Mgle piece of Vein! Ian 
point . 

The revolution contributed to 
ruin the manufacture of point 
laces. For neaily fifty years Ar- 
gcnlen and Venice— illustrious 
Venice — produced no more laces. 
The tradition of an art which had 
been their glory and profit was 
lost. Napoleon, solicitous for a 
revival of the manufacture, en- 
couraged it and endeavored to rt>- 
sume the courtly etiquolte of l/ouis 
XIV. in requiring point lace to be 
worn at courl receptions. A 
bed-trimming of lace costing forly- 
Ihou.sand francs was onlercd for 
Empress .Josephine, but during its 
making hur escutcheons were re- 
plact^d by those of Mario Louise, 
who, little flattered by the notion 
of possessing what had l>een des- 
tined for another, made difficulties 
about receiving it. 

Extension of trade in luxuries 
like lace was frustratc<l ! y the in- 
cc.s.sant wars. Peace restored pro- 
sperity lo Alcncon and at each of 
the great inleriiational exhibilions, 
she has secured the highest prices 
lor her sumptuous laws. Hers are 
the most dexirously wi'oughl and 
most costly, and she proves herself 
worthy of hei illuslrious past. In 
recent years lace-making has n- 
vived in Venice. 

Notwithstanding progress 

made in the use ^n in.ichinery in 
lace-making of which this country 
is so justly proud, it need not be 
feared that machinery will entirely 
lake the place of hand. It would 
be an idivious loss to art should it 
liecome so, for machinery, however

Power was 
grasped wherever seen, and the 
Emperor of Oerinany is the grand- 
son of the Qu«!en. Then came dig- 
nity and wealth without the pow u-, 
and sovereigns of no political im- 
fKirtance were caught in the w^b of 
the Knglish net. 

As a result, four of the descend- 
ants of the Queen are or have been 
sovercdgns, and ten others are heirs 
apparent or consorts of heirs ap- 
parent, with the prospect now of 
having a grandchild as Empiress of 
of Russia. The blood of the Queen 
flows in more than half a dozen of 
the royal houses of Europe. 

She may be justly styled the 
mother of kings. It is true that 
tliese kings differ, and so, much in 
degree that rigid rules of prece- 
dence and etiquette are necessary 
to difterentiate them. They range 
all the way from the Emperor of 
(}i riiiany, who is a star of the first 
magnitude, to the Prince of liou- 
niania, who is a very insignificant 
m<'ml)er of the monarchical firma- 
m<;nt. Slill, they wear a crown, 
and theor ■'■'■"• rrik amoog the 
highest. 

In consi'K riii;,' uie spiead ofEng- 
lish influence this factor ought not 
to be lost sight of — that the royal 
families of Europe are directly con- 
necte<l with the English house, and 
that every princclet and prin(!cs.-i 
sent out to rule or be a consor' 
carries English ideas to new fields 
of (conquest. 

If the Queen has set herself stre- 
nuously to any one task of her life 
it has been to maintain tlie purity 
of her court. The London corre- 
spondent of the Bofdori llKrahl 
wrole not long ago; — "There are 
j>er.Hon8 in tlie kingdom to-day 
who wonder how iln; Queen ever 
lieeHHie familiar enough with the 
i Hoes of certain jierson- 
vlierin excluding them 
fi'om her favor. But Queen 
Victoria knows the time of day a^ 
well as anybody iietweeu John 
o' Oroat's and Land's End. But 
with all her fastidiousness she has, 
as I have said, a womanly relish for 
gossij). 

" Now, sit here beside me and 
give me the news from town,' she 
will say to a lady who is honoi-ed 
with an invitation to the castle. 

*' Does an author, a painter or a 
musician make a stir in the world, 
she is as eager to know all aboiii 
him as any diligent reader of the 
[lofiular press. There is no a pro- 
minent politi(!ian whose relalicjns 
with his family are not fairly well 
known to her. It was only fht 
other day she refused to sanction 
the appointment of a ver\' able man 
who had b<'en recommended by the 
government for an inij)orlant ofticr.

The following is vouched for by 
one of the persons whom it directly 
concerns, his name ladng withheld 
at his own request. Some live 
years ago a deaf-mute emigrated 
here from Ireland, cdiietly upon tin- 
soli(;italion of a hearing biother. 
He brought with him his savings, 
some four hundred dollars, which 
h<> intrusted to his brother for safe- 
kee[(ing. He knew something 
about farming, and was put on his 
brother's farm somewhere near 
(Jhesti^r, J'a., to eke out a liveli- 
hood, and he served there for 
several years, during all of which 
time he was not paid for his labor, 
nor given any of his formc^r sav- 
ings. The only conij)eiisalion, he 
got, he says, was his board and 
some other necessities, such as 
clothing, etc., and occasionally a 
little spending money. 

It may bo imagined thai his 
pleasures and pivih'j.es wei-e few, 
eVi'U among his fellow deaf, and, 
indeed he seemed far from happy. 
Being of a (juiet an<l unassuming 
dis))osition, he did not suspect that 
he was being made a <lupe by one 
bearing stjch <'lose relationship to 
him. Jlowever, as time bore on, 
his needs and <lesires iiuirciisc^d 
and, through them and tlu^ contin- 
ual ic'triction exer<'is<Hl over him, 
tlu< fact finally dawned ii|ion him, 
that he was misused and liis ri(<hts 
abused. Thereujiort he made a de- 
mand upon his brother, an<l when 
justice was not forthcoming em- 
ploye<l a lawyer, who suc<'eeded in 
coliecling tKriii.OO for him. Need- 
less to say, the brothers are now 
estranged, but who will blame the 
(h^af man for doing what he did. 
I'^veii with the sum obtained 
through Court he seems poorly rM)m- 
[lensatcrl for four or fivi^ .years' ser- 
vice, while his cuiginal savings, if 
include<l in the sum, make It so 
much less. 

Tlie above Is a rather singular 
case, though Instances are known 
in which other deaf have been 
chealcMl out <if their rights under 
wills of dec(<ased relatives.

"Tln^re is in Alas^ka, nor far from 
Dawson City, a truly extraordinary 
lake, to which has been given the 
nanu! of Salawik by its discoverer, 
Father Tosti, a missionnry to the 
Indians of Alaska. This lake, 
which is sixty mih^s broad, is per- 
haps the only one in the extreme 
North which <l()es not freeze in 
winter. It is not known to have any 
coniinunieatioii with the sea, and 
yet when I he tides rise on the shore 
of the Aictic Ocean, the water rises 
in the lake, and lowers as soon as 
the ti<le in the ocean falls. 

This sympathy with the sea, 
however, docs not go so far to make 
the waler of Lake Salawik salty; on 
the contrary, its water is excellent 
for drinking, Another astonishing 
peculiarity of the lake is that its 
ti^mperatiire rises in winter and 
falls in summer. Thus when all 
the water-courses in its iieighbor- 
lioor are frozen solid, the water of 
the lake l)e<!omes so warm that it is 
really i)leasant to bath(f in it. On 
the contrary, in summer its water 
is so cold that it chills you. 

" This peculiarity causes the lake 
to be in winter the Mecca of the 
trib(( of fishes who travel thither 
from all the water-courses which 
empty into it. The number of fish 
is so great that you can catch them 
with your hands and kill a con- 
siderable quantity of them with a 
stick. Thus then" is o|)ened to 
miners a <'onsiderable snpjily of 
provisions, on which they had not 
counte<l, and which will diminish 
greatly, without doubt, the cost of 
living in winter in those inhospi- 
table region. In an hour, a man 
(■an supply himself with fisli enough 
to last him a mouth, and fish of an 
excellent kind, ton, as, for instance, 
salmon of the best (piality. It will 
not be astonishing, says UKvenr- 
iiu'iil, Qiielicc, if some fine day 
there is built, on the shores of Lake 
Salawik, one of those fashionable 
hotels which ar-e the glory of 
AiiK^rican watering-places." — I'Jif 
Lilrntry Dh/rsl. 

I-'IikIh Wonder I'll I Itiiinw. 

Pi'of. Alleson, of the Berlin Geo- 
graphical Society, describes a re- 
markable archeological find. In 
Dawson Island, in the Pacific, he 
found a tabl(?land three miles in 
extent, (hnoid of vegetation, and 
covered by masses of wonderful 
ruins in all stages of decay. The 
remains of buildings show them to 
have been wcdi-formed structures, 
but of the crumliling walls only a 
few feet renuiin standing. In the 
far distance was a huge pile whi<di 
crowrif^d the extn'nie edgcM of the 
plateau. Tin* natives guiiled tlu* 
visitors to the side of the mountain, 
where the work shops of the long- 
dead people were located. Tin* 
mounlain, a hard volcanic rock, 
rose in a serii^s of ledces of ten or 
fifteen yards each, to the peak, 
several thousand feet high. Upon 
ea<'h ledge was a number of gigan- 
fic stone heads, some cut off at the 
neck, with the bust shown, rang- 
ing fiom ten to thirty feet higli, 
and all hewn in the solid volcanic- 
rock. All of the faces bore a strik- 
ing resemblan<'e of expression. 
The most sinister head had a long, 
protruding chin and expanded 
nostrils.

W. K. church. Philip .1, Hasenstai) was ,ip- 
po.uted as luissioiiary and pastor. Hui tlie 
.society had for a little over four years sus- 
talneii weekly church services tor tiie deal 
under l)i-. Philip G. Gilletts oversight, he 
and several of his teachers at the stale 
school for the deaf;,miuistering of the Wonl 
of trod by turns III the lecture-room ot the 
First M. E. Church. Tiie pastor was oi« 
dainvd to the olllce of deacon by Uishop J. 
II. V'jncent iu IS'.H a'nd received into full 
memliership of the Hock Hiver Conference 
in 1«1>7, the lir.st inst,Hnco iu each case in the 
history of Methodism. 

The second mission of like cliaraeier was 
started in Baltimore, Md., by the Hal i- 
more Society, ami is looketi after by a (leaf 
local preacher name<l 1). K. .Moylan. I'herc 
is also another deaf local preacher itinerat- 
ing in Maryland and Ponn.sylvania. 

The Chicago .Mission now extends its 
work to Kensington, Kvanston, La Porte 
and South Hciid, liid., Hockford, Helvioere 
and Aurora, The pas or preaches in Ken- 
siuitton in the morning .'uid in the citv in 
the alternoon of each Sunday ; in Aurora 
on the lVr.-.t Sunday evening aiid in Evans- 
ton on the third of each month ; In Rock- 
ford on the seiHuid Friday and in Uclvidere 
on the folio ,viug Saturday aud in l.,a Port^' 
and S.iuth BenJ ou the 4a«t Saturday ol 
each month. 

tUas.s-mcetings are hahig held in the par- 
lors of Ihe .South Park .V venue and Park 
Avenue M. E churches on Wednesday 
evenings at which tlie deaf living near by 
a.ssemble for Bible study. Two class lead- 
ers h.ive cliai.geof same, the p.i.stor visitinji 
them once each month. There are month- 
ly meetings ot like nature iu the live sub- 
urbs (F.vanston, PtUlman, Kensington, 
tiano and Fernwood), held hy the (jastor 
himself. 

At present there are sixteen full members 
and twenty-six probationers in the uiis.sion, 
several of whom live outside the city now. 
An elTort is soon to be made by which t-o 
ailvance the probationers into full member- 
shin. Lectures on the doctrines of religion 
will be delivered aud truths essential to 
their salvation and growth made cleai .md 
worthy of their accept ition and practice.

The 
rapid and substantial growth of 
these schools, notwithstanding 
their many drawbacks, is due in 
large measure to the attentimi 
given ill tliem to the develo(,nieiii 
of the speech of their [lupils, in 
which resi>cct these are in line with 
the practice of the vast majority 
of the schools for the deaf through- 
out the civili'/ed world. 

It is difficult to pass judgment 
upon the quality of the work. 
Where the insUuction is solely by 
manual meltiods, in forms of com- 
miiiiicaiion unintelligible to the 
(jducated world, it is a very rare 
thing for even edufjators and those 
.specially interested in education at 
large to make any serious attempt 
to really deiermine the advance- 
ment of deaf children at school who 
continue to In dumb, some of whom 
may be quite inUdligciit, but in 
many such cases "Silence isindei-d 
fiolden." On the other hand orally 
taught deaf (diildren are constantly 
Nubjected at school and in their 
lioin(!!s to a running fire of questions 
which too often exiK>se their ignor- 
ance to theirseemingdisadv^intage. 
There can be no question but ihat 
with larger experience there has 
been a decided improvement in the 
(juality of oral instructi</n. The 
younK(!r children frequently sjieak 
iiiiKdi belt<!r thnn the idiildien who 
have acquired the elements of 
sjieech uniler less favoiable condi- 
tions, when the iiroctisses of in- 
struction in speech were not so well 
understood. However imperfect 
the spee<;h of a deaf bom cliihl ciay 
be as a means of <'omniunication, it 
is of incalculable value in the de- 
velopment of liin brain power as a 
preliminsry to his education. For 
it should not be forgotten that 
s|)e(fch and education are not 
synonymous, speech simply affonl- 
ing the liest conditions and the best 
accessories to the higher deveUtji- 
inent of a child.
